Intelligence has been received at Lerwick of the loss of a fishing boat, with four hands, 
on the west side of Shetland. The crew consisted of a father and son named Hunter, 
Jeremiah Thompson, and John Fraser. 


A Times Rangoon telegram says that Khama, the capital of the Kachyeus, has been 
destroyed by Lieutenant O’Donnell’s force. The troops traversed a difficult country, 
burning seventeen villages and destroying a large quantity of corn and provisions. 


Her Majesty’s ironclad Sultan was, on the 14th ult., forced off the rock on which she 
had been lying since she went ashore, and sank in deep water. Fortunately no lives 
were lost. The upper works of the vessel still show above water. The disaster entails 
a loss of over £800,000 upon the nation. 


A Central News telegram from St. Petersburg states that in consequence of the extra- 
ordinary activity of the British Admiralty, the Russian Government have in contewpla- 
tion a great scheme for increasing the Czar’s navy at a cost of 120,000,000 roubles, for 
which sum an extraordinary credit will be asked. 

Official telegrams have arrived at Madrid from Manilla, stating that the steamer 
Remus, belonging to the.latter port, has been wrecked off-the Philippine Islands. She 
had on board a military expedition, many of whom were drowned when the vessel sank. 
In all forty-two persons were drowned, and * saved by means of the steamer’s boats 
and assistante from the shore. : 


According to an Italian almanac, the Roman States beat the world for wickedness, 
and London is the very ‘‘ goodest” place on the face of the earth. Here are some inter - 
esting statistics —Murders and assassinations: In England, one for every 178,000 per- 
sons; in Holland, one for 163,000; in Prussia, one for 100,000; in Austria, one for 
77,000; in Spain, one for 4,113; in Naples, one for 2,750; in Roman States, one for 750. 


Tax - At Amlwch (North Wales), on the Ast ult., the tide was 
hurled into the harbor with such terrific foros that it broke away the great timber barriers 
at the mouth, and smashed them in pieces. The vessels in the harbor were then left in a 
terribly perilous position. They strained at their anchors, and ultimately the cable of 
schooner Emperor parted, and she was carried out of the harbor on the swell, and hurled 
with fearful foro against the quay lighthouse, and broken to pieces, while a great portion 
of the lighthouse was carried clean away. The vessels inside the harbor began to drift, 
and were blown up to the far end. The smack Elizabeth and Ellen got jammed between 
the schooners Success and Mary Ann, and was crushed to atoms. Her crew experienced 
providential escape. The schooner Martha, laden with coal, collided with another 
schooner, and had her bow, stern, and sides crushed in, and foundered. The schooner 
Success was then hurled against another vessel, and got her masts carried away, and her 
bulwarks and sides staved in. The British Queen, a large three-masted iron vessel, had 
her bowaprit taken away. The scene in the harbor while these vessels were ramming 
each other was of an awful character. The crews were absolutely powerless to avcrt the 
disasters, which are the most serious recorded on the Welsh coast. — Post. 


New Marwitz, Wat Vincinia, March 6.—Notwithstanding that from 200 to 
300 dogs suspected of being mad or infected to some degree with the rabies, have been 
killed in Wetzel County during the past thirty days, the interior of the county seems to 
be overrun with canines in a dangerous condition, and the alarm of the people is general. 
There has been considerable loss of live stock, cattle, swine, and sheep, which died from 
the effects of bites inflicted by the infected dogs, and in two instances horses have 
succumbed. Several people have also been bitten, but in no instance as yet has any 
serious result followed. The farmers consider it dangerous to go along the roads unarmed, 
and dog killing squads are out daily. One man has se ven dogs, all believed to de mad. 
They have taken to the wooda, and are running wild with other dogs in like condition. 
These dogs spread the disease by biting other canines, live stock, &c., and what the end 
will be it is hard to foretell The disease first made its appearance on W 
ut.

The Nimes thinks the alleged Christians themselves need to be Christian- 
ized. No doubt of it. Instead, however, of being converted over again by 
the Beechers, Talmages, Moodys, and the hundred-dollar-a-week evangelists, 
who, if they could not get their price for Gospel work, would let souls go to 
Sheol rather than save them, the professors of popular Christianity should be 
converted after the manner of apostolic days, and experience something of the 
power of a Holy Ghost religion. Such a religion is not obsolete in these 
days by any means; but so long as men and women can be satisfied with the 
pleasures of sanctimonious Sunday clubs, they will care little for, and seek 
less after a religion which burns out with a consuming fire the dross of selfish 
human nature. 

We are informed that unless a general movement of regeneration transpires 
among sectarian Christians, “ nothing else can be done that will be effective” 
in Christianizing the masses. This is a straightforward declaration that the 
power and vitality of modern man-made systems of religion are lost. Cen- 
turies ago the Apostle Paul prophecied of this age and condition of affairs. 
He tore away the mask from the present systems of sepulchral, though gilded 
religions, He declared that their professors should be clothed with a form 
of godliness, but not with its power. From all quarters of the sectarian 
world there is arising a loud wail of lamentation because of the loss of vitality 
and energy in the churches. These voices of mourning, when interpreted 
according to their significance, cry out, saying: “Behold, here are they of 
whom Paul testified. Here is the form of godliness but, alas, none of its 
power!” 

Sectarianism has vaunted itself much on its glories and achievements; but 
of what real value are these since its works must be done over again. Looked 


at in this light its glories are gildings of brass, its achievemens deceptive as 4 


mirage. 

The evangelical work which the Times proposes for accomplishment inside 
the churches, is not one of mere policy or advantage, but of necessity. It 
must be effected if the masses of the people are to be brought under immedi- 
ate Gospel influences—that is, if they are to be converted. Just here was 
the opportunity of the Times, and it is yet open for some one else, to show 
how much it advantages an individual to be in a condition where be needs 
to be Christianized over again, rather than in one where he has never been 
Christianized at all. What differences there exist, according to this showing, 
between the unregenerate worldling and the needs-to-be-regenerated Christ- 
ian are imperceptible, unless, indeed, the sham and the hypocrisy of the 
alleged Christian loads him with the greater amount of sin. The prospects 
for future happiness and eternal bliss which justly belong to church mem- 
bers who need to be born again, are no greater than those of the sinners who 
also need to be born again. Both have the same standing before Almighty 
God. Yet there are multitudes of our fellow mortals who found their hopes 
for eternity upon a theology or system of religion which raises them not one 
particle above the condition of those whom all declare must be condemned. 
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How long shall mankind delude themselves with such foibles? How long 
shall they cling to dead forms that have no power 

When we turn from the contemplation of such a condition of affairs in 
religious society in general to the domain of Mormonism,’ how. wid- the 
contrast and how inspiring. Hers we find a power which fortifies men and 
women against the direst ills of life. Here we find an influence which binds 
them to the principles of truth in bands stronger than those of kindred, home; 
eountry and death—an influence in the presence of which mob:cracy, prison 
walls and martyrdom lose their terrors, Need the world wonder that whea 
men feel these mighty influences they yield to them, and thank God for 
“ Mormonism,” under which the powers of heaven are so fully enjoyed. 

There may be some who will assume that the Times is not in a position to 
properly represent the present status of sectarianism; and we shall therefore 
look to other sources for information respecting this matter. According: to 
the press reports of a sermon preached in Liverpool by the Rev. Dr. Verner 
M. White, LL. D., of London, that gentleman uttered the following signifi- 
cant language: “And notwithstanding the special attention given to the 
subject (of religion), and the vast expenditure of labor and money, things are 
evidently from some cause growing worse.” The evil which is afflicting the 
churches is one which, he says, it is feared lies so deep as to “threaten the 
very existence of the Bible, the Sabbath, and of Christianity itself.” 
Continuing after these and other prefatory remarks, the Rev. Dr. proceeded 
to inquire into the actual condition of affairs in the religious world so far as 
England and Wales are concerned. Introducing some exhaustive statistics 
to prove his assertions, he proceeded by saying: 


From the foregoing figures it appears that in 1851 the population of Eng- 
land and Wales, in round numbers, was 18,090,000; that the church and 
chapel accommodation was 10,212.563; that the greatest possible attendants 
who could be present at one time was 10,398,013; that at different times on 
the same Sunday there could and should have been present, once at least, 
12,549,326; that the largest actual aggregate attendants at the same time, in 
all the places of worship (including schovl children) were 4,647,482, and of 
different persons at all the services, 7,261,032; and that out of twelve aad a 
uarter millions who could and should have been at church at some time of 
e duy, 5,288,204 (42 per cent.), were not at any place of 3 It als 
appears that in 1882, with an increase of eight millions in the population, and 
a corresponding increase in the church and chapel accommodation, in fact 
with sittings in excess of the greatest number that could possibly be in a 
2 of worship at one time, the percentages without exception have largely 
allen off. The state of things in Liverpool in 1851 and 1881 is alarming, an 
almost incredible, und one which can only be accounted for in part by the 
different modes of computing the attendances. For the former iod some 
never wearied in ascribing the empty churches to the political,” ultra Pro- 
testant,” and controversial” preaching of Hush M’Neile and others. Well, 
they are gone, and with two or three noble exceptions, their places large! 
are filled 17 men of a different type. What then is the present condition 
things? With an increase of 176,000 in the popu ation, and of 57,000 sittings 
in the church and chapel accommodation, the attendances, moruing, ufter- 
noon and evening in 1882, were 14,000 less than in 1851, those altogether 
absent frum any place of worship in 1851, who could have been present, were 
63 per cent., in 1882 they were 75 per cent. This deplorable and alarming 
state of things is found more or less in all denominations, and in all districts, 
town and country alike. 
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The cause of such u deplorable condition of affairs is distinctly set down as 
“srising from the state of man’s heart and its enmity to Divine things.” 
This opposition to God must therefore exist inside as well as outside the 
churches. Sach is the first and principal cause as alleged by Dr. White, 
though there are many secondary or subordinate causes. Among these he 
enumerates “ First, the immense number of hostile sects into which the 
Christian church is divided. If these churches (he says) were under the in- 
fluence of grace, and acting in harmony with each other like the regiments of 
an army—were seeking supremely the great ends of their calling—the differ- 
ences, afterall, might only stimulate to a healthful rivalry. As it is, one is 
only reminded of the Master's warning of a house divided against itself,” ete. 

The ruin which Christ declared must overtake a divided house is impend- 
ing over the factional churches: of Christendom,—they must fall. There is no 
hope for them, and the wisest and the best of those who still yield an influ- 
ence in their support perceive this, and know that the destruction of the 
City of Confusion is imminent—it can not be much longer delayed. 

Another cause remarked upon by the learned Dr. is set forth by himself as 
follows: 

Moreover, Christians of all sects and everywhere have been seized with the 
infatuation of ‘adapting themselves to the times,’ and of ‘keeping abreast 
with the world.’ The one means divinely appointed and employed in the 
apostolic ages is ignored. Christians seem to have completely thrown them- 
sel ves into the line of action which brought down the judgments of the Al- 
mighty upon Israel, that of abandoning His commands and promised aid, and 
of going down to Egypt for help. Was it not thus that the Church of the 
New Testament dexenerated into the great Apostasy! They have forsaken 
the fountain of living waters, and have hewn out to themselves broken cis- 
terns which can hold no water.’ Who can wonder at the consequence? If 
the inspired and authoritative lessons of revelation are so largely set aside for 


human fancies by active and inffuential workers, who need wonder that the 
ee They are only walking in the steps of their 
ers. 


Finally, treating on the cure for the evils which are afflicting the churches, 
Dr. White closed with the following remarkable language: 


It must not be fi ten that in all ages of Christianity the conviction has 
been decided that before the inbringing ef the Gospel Kingdom in its fullness 
there shall be a time of almost universal unbelief and departure from the 
faith; and when the King comes His work will be a double one of salvation 
and destruction, of mercy and of judgment. Does not the condition of the 
Church and of the world indicate the possibility of its speedy and sudden 
approach? It is said that one of the eet popes preachers of the day re- 
cently stated in public that the Gospel had its day, and bad done its 
work, and that somethiug new and up to the times must now be looked for 
to restore mankind. At all events it is the deep conviction of multitudes of 
Christians, who still believe in the Bible, that — the coming of the 
Lord in His power, and the special outpouring of His Spirit can save the 
Church and the world. f 


The general principles expressed in these closing paragraphs are Mor- 
moniastic” to the core. For almost sixty years the Elders of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints have gone forth into the world scorned and 
hated on every hand, spurned, maltreated, mobbed and driven, but supported 


by God alone they have fearlessly proclaimed the doom of sectarianism, the

MODERN CHRISTIAN INTOLERANCE.

WE extract the following from a letter just received from Elder d D. Fjeld- 
sted, President of the Scandinavian Mission: 

In several districts of Sweden the priests have used their authority to 
forbid our brethren to preach, and in a couple of instances they have been 
fined the amount of 60 and 100 kroner (£3 and £5) respectively. The latter 
was imposed on one of the native young men, about 18 years of age, and was 
based on the ground that he had, notwithstanding he was forbidden to preach 
in public, offered extempore prayers in a ‘Mormon’ spirit,’ Ob Lord, how 
long before thy truth will be tolerated?”
